The captain of the corps 
unrolled about thirty feet of bandages, 
ordered to planks to be taken from the 
floor for splints and, pronouncing the 
final sentence of a solemn passage, 
wound the bandages around the 
planks, knee, leg and all.

W’lth a mighty effort he 
sat up, looked for a while at his leg 
and then remarked in caustic tones, 
“Can’t you ‘muts’ tell my arm from 
my leg?” 

Such might have been the history of 
an Inexperienced group of men, un- 
trained, unprepared, with just a smat- 
tering of hearsay knowledge as their 
guiding impulse. Such, however, will 
not be the true account of work done 
by the twenty men now enrolled under 
the tutelage of Dr. Pryor. In this day 
of wide-spread “Safety First” move- 
ments it is believed that the course in 
“First Aid” being given the Senior 
.Mechanicals will prove of Infinite 
value to them and their fellow- 
workers when they have left the Uni- 
versity. It is an acknowledged fact 
that a small act at the right time is 
often productive of greater results 
than more pretentious methods at a 
later hour.

One of the most successful of 
State’s graduates In the field of Elec- 
trical Engineering was in Lexington 
for a brief visit last week. Mr. Henry 
llewlay, of the class of 1901, entered 
the employ of the Western Elec-trlc 
Company, upon his graduation here, 
and while with these people developed 
a most Important design of a “three- 
wire” generator. This invention 
gained for him considerable promi- 
nence in his profession and he is to- 
day among the foremost. Since 1912

One of the interesting and educa- 
tional features of this meeting will 
be the Kentucky .Mining Institute 
which will be In session on .May 8th 
and 9th. On .May 8th the institute 
will hold its business session, read | 
and discuss technical papers and wit- j 
ness two moving picture stories en- 
titled “An American In the .Making,” 
and “Safe .Methods of .Mining as 
Practised by the U. S. Coal & Coke 
Co., (lary W. Va.” The first of these 
pictures will show the great precau- 
tion necessary for the prevention of 
accidents in machine shop practice, 
and the other will show the latest 
methods of mining and the great scien- 
tific advancement that has been made 
In the interest of safety in mines. 

On Saturday afternoon a great 
Slate-wide First Aid Contest will take 
place between the miners of Ken- 
tucky. This contest is for the purpose 
of demonstrating the skill and train- 
ing of the miners In rendering first 
aid to the injured. The events of this 
contest will be under the direction of 
Major it. 11. I’atterson, in charge of 
the First Aid Department of the Amer- 
ican Red Cross Society, and Mr. H. 

.M. Wilson, Engineer in charge of the 
Experiment Station of the U. S. Bu- 
reau of Mines. 

I’robably the most spectacular fea 
ture in connection with this contest 
will be the great explosion gallery 
which the United States Government 
has loaned the Kentucky Mining in- 
stitute to demonstrate the exploslbll- 
Ity of coal dust. This demonstration 
will take place just after the First Aid 
Contest, and before awarding the 
prizes. 

The First Aid Contest, and a demon 
stratlon of the explosibility of coal 
dust are features of the entertainment 
for this occasion, encouraged especial- 
ly by the Kentucky Department of 
Mines. Kentucky has been particular- 
ly fortunate in that she has about the 
lowest rate of accidents of any State 
in the I'nlon, and therefore on account 
of the small number of accidents that 
have occurred in this State from coal 
dust the explosion which will take 
place in this mammoth gallery will be 
an educational feature to the miners 
as well as the High School students 
and University students who will wit- 
ness this spectacular explosion. This 
explosion gallery consists of a steel 
tube closed at one end and open at 
the other. It is six feet, eight Inches 
in diameter and more than 100 feet in 
length. Coal dust Is placed on shelves 
within the gallery, along the sides, and 
a cannon, which is loaded with black 
powder tamped with Are clay, is tired 
through a hole in the closed end of the 
gallery. When the cannon is dls 
chargeii it represents the exact con- 
dition of a “blown out” shot. The 
wind from this shot puts the coal dust 
in suspcMislon and the flame from tlie 
mannon’s mouth Ignites it, and im 
mediately there is an explosion with 
all the smoke, flame and violence that 
occurs at the time of a mine disaster.
